The denial from .Mr. Condon eame 
as the result of a statement appear, 
ing recently in the Tobacco Planter 
that officials of the association at 
(juthrie were generally of the opin- 
ion that the present slump in sales 
of dark tobaeeo was due lo a preeon 
certed effort on the part of the buy- 
er* to break down the organir.aiioo. 
On thi* point Mr. Condon *ays 
Wi are inlying now, and ha\e al 
ways bought tobacco ab*olutely in- 
dependently and with no connection, 
understanding, co operation or agree- 
ment between us andany other buyer 
of lobai eo. The rcdiiriion in our pur 
chases at the |ircscnl time is not part 
ef any plan to d-> anythiug embarrass 
the dark tobacco planters organir.a- 
tinn, hut it is simply and only due 
lo ih» fact that we have already on 
hand a larger surplus of tobacco suit- 
able for our needs than we usually 
have, and a* large a *urplus as our 
business warrnat« us in carrying. 
This condition naturally diminishes 
our purchases Lir the time being 
ami our aetom in this respect ha* 
been without any sgreenient, under- 
standing, co-operation t>r consulta- 
tion with any oihct buyer of tobacco 
whatsoever. 



Winchester, Ky., .Aug. 11. — The 
Hurley Tobacco Society will hold an 
important meeting here this after- 
noon. The principal subjects for 
discussion will be that pertaining to 
placing the crop of 1I((I7 on the 
market. It is being rapidly packed 
and will soon be ready for market. It 
is estimated the crop will amount of 
TTi.OlM) bogheads, and is of a much 
higher grade than that of the previ* 
ou* year. Some members wish to 
put a much higher price, claiming 
that the law of supply and demand 
justifies so doing. 

On the other hand, it is anserted 
that the Hurley Tobacco Society was 
not organized to take advantage of a 
situation to expect higher prices but 
merelv to secure for the grower a fair 
price for his crop. It will probably 
be graded along the lines of tne pre- 
vious year, but of being belter -|ual- 
iiv will make the average price 
greater 

.Another thing to be • ousiderad at 
this meeting is whether or not those 
who have raised a croji in HMI* over 
the protests of the society shall be al* 
lowed to pool their crop or not. 

It is said that many of the grow- 
ers desire to enter the pool. It is 
al*o probable that some steps will be 
taken relative to tbc future course of 
the society The fall of the year is 
nearly al hand when farmers make 
contracts for the following year, and 
it is desireable to know what to do. 
Other ijuestioiis relative to the financ- 
ing of the crop will also be discussed.
